Seven hundred and thirty years 
ago Was signed the Magna Charta 
one of the most famous documents 
in history. The Magna Charta se- 
cured important liberties and privi- 
leges to every order of men in the 


kingdom of England; the clergy, 
the barons and the people. The 
great charter not only was the 


foundation of English liberty but 
also is the prototype of later dec- 
larations of human freedom and’ so 
a prototype of the charter to be 
drawn up at the World Security 
Conference which opened yesterday 
at San Francisco. 


Just as the vague expressions of 
older charters were exchanged for 
the precise and elaborate provisions 
of the Great Charter, marking the 
transition from the age of tradi- 
tional rights to the age of written 
legislation” so the indefinite ideals 
of world peace must be translated 
to concrete conditions which will 
protect human rights throughout 
the world, thus promoting and 
maintaining a universal and last- 
ing peace.

MISS BERTHA KUCK 


This is a biography by special re-

write it. 

Numerous Menlo Park people as 
well as members of the PTA had 
asked that Miss Kuck be interview- 
€d and were insistent about it. 

Both of Bertha Kuck’s parents, 
fer father, Martin Kuck and her 
rynother, Elizabeth Gosch, were 
orn in Germany. They had not 
known each other in the old coun- 
try, but met and were married in 
San Francisco in 1868. 

Their first home was on the coast 
mear Half Moon Bay where Mar- 
tin Kuck had a horse and cattle 
ranch. Some years later they went 
to Redwood City where he opened a 
general merchandise store. He sold 
goods to residents of Redwood City 
and to farmers from the surround- 
ing country. 


Martin Kuck erected the  build- 
ing known as the Germania Block 
on Broadway in Redwood City. In 
this building he conducted his gen- 
eral merchandise business using | 
part of the building as a ware-' 
house. The second story was a s0- | 
cial hall, Germania Hall, where| 
dances, parties, club and lodge 
meetings were held. For many years | 
it was the only social hall in Red- 
wood City. 

Bertha Kuck was born in Red- 
wood City and when she was a lit- 
tle girl, her father built the Menlo 
Park Hotel, a three-story building | 
and cottages on Oak Grove ave- | 
nue. Menlo was at that time a pop- 
ular summer resort. Many San | 
Francisco people brought their 
families here and spent the entire 
summer. Riding and driving horses 
could be rented and a dance floor, 
picnic ground and children’s play- 
ground were part of the hotel prop- | 
erty. 

Miss Kuck recalls with amuse-
